MIAH  J.  FALVEY 


This  spring  Miah  J.  Falvey  retired.  The  faculty  and  the  school  will 
never  be  the  same.  His  calm,  judicial  and  dispassionate  bearing  was 
consistent  with  his  attitude  towards  all  matters  that  came  to  his  attention. 

He  secured  his  A.B.  from  Boston  College  in  1911.  After  an  involvement 
with  the  U.S.  Navy  during  World  War  I,  he  joined  in  1919  the  faculty 
of  English  High  School  as  a  teacher  of  commercial  subjects.  He  served  as  a 
vital  member  of  that  department  until  his  appointment  as  Guidance 
Counselor  in  1939,  and  became  the  kind  preceptor,  whose  benevolent 
management  of  the  problems  of  his  charges  distinguished  his  career. 

Mr.  Falvey's  contributions  have  been  unique.  He  will  be  sorely  missed 
by  both  the  faculty  and  the  students. 


Arlie  W.  Latham  studied  trumpet  with  Walter  M.  Smith  and 
Albert  Fisher,  both  world  famous  trumpeters,  and  with  Louis  Kloepful, 
first  trumpeter  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  teacher  at 
the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  studied  harmony, 
counterpoint,  and  music  theory  with  Carl  Gardner  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra. 

Mr.  Latham  played  in  the  leading  Boston  theatre  orchestras  when 
each  large  theatre  had  its  own  orchestra.  Some  of  the  theatres  in 
which  he  played  were  the  old  St.  James,  the  famous  B.  F.  Keith,  the 
Shubert,  and  Loew's  State.  He  was  solo  trumpeter  with  the  celebrated 
Salem  Cadet  Band  and  Boston's  own  First  Corps  Cadet  Band. 

In  1928  he  entered  the  Boston  public  school  service  as  an 
Instrumental  Instructor.  In  1949  he  was  appointed  a  supervisor  in  the 
Music  Department.  He  was  a  member  of  the  English  High  School 
instrumental  music  staff  for  many  years,  and  for  the  past  several 
years  prior  to  his  retirement  in  1959  he  directed  all  instrumental 
music  in  English  High  School  and  developed  many  prize  winning 
bands  and  bugle  corps.

JOHN  WILLIAM  KELLEY

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In  1821,  Boston,  a  town  of  some  50,000  inhabi- 
tants, felt  the  need  to  supplement  its  school  program, 
which  consisted  at  that  time  of  the  Latin  School  and 
several  English  grammar  schools.  Plans  were  laid 
for  the  founding  of  The  English  High  School. 

A  subcommittee  consisting  of  merchants,  the 
clergy,  jurists,  and  journalists  was  appointed  by  the 
school  committee  to  consider  the  subject  of  providing 
advanced  schooling  for  the  youth  of  the  town.  This 
committee  presented  a  report  which  recommended 
the  establishment  of  a  school  to  be  called  English 
Classical  School,  with  admittance  attainable  through 
suitable  examination.  They  further  stated  that  the 
course  should  be  spread  over  a  period  of  three 
years,  with  subjects  including  English,  Math,  and 
Natural  Philosophy.  Each  subject  was  to  be  taught 
by  a  teacher  who  had  graduated  from  a  University. 

The  school  opened  in  a  four-storied  building  on 
Derne  Street  with  George  Barret  Emerson  as  head- 
master. This  location  suffered  from  the  joint  occu- 
pancy of  Hero  Engine  No.  6,  the  town  watch  in 
the  basement,  and  the  lack  of  an  adequate  heating 


system.  Solomon  P.  Miles  took  over  the  duties  of 
headmaster  in  1823. 

Shortly  after,  in  November  of  1824,  the  school 
moved  to  Pinckney  Street  where  it  remained  for 
twenty  years.  Upon  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Miles  in 
1837,  Thomas  Sherwin  became  headmaster,  holding 
this  position  for  forty-one  years  until  his  death  in 
July,  1869.  Under  Mr.  Sherwin,  The  English  High 
School  became  widely  known  for  its  preparatory 
courses  in  math,  physics,  and  chemistry.  Perhaps 
his  greatest  contribution  was  his  emphasis  toward 
"The  making  of  men."  Few  men  have  so  dearly  left 
their  imprint  upon  a  school  as  did  Mr.  Sherwin. 

In  1844,  the  school  was  moved  to  occupy  jointly 
(with  the  Latin  School)  a  new  building  on  Bedford 
Street.  In  these  thirty-one  years,  the  enrollment 
tripled. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  when  the  school 
moved  into  its  new  building  on  Bedford  Street,  the 
Public  Garden  was  a  barren  waste.  The  tide  flowed 
over  the  Back  Bay  and  the  site  of  the  school  later 
on  Montgomery  Street  and  Warren  Avenue  was  an

unreclaimed  marsh. 

Mr.  Charles  M.  Cumstan,  in  whose  name  an 
undergraduate  scholarship  is  named,  succeeded 
Mr.  Sherwin  as  Master-in-charge  in  September  of 
1869  and  remained  until  1874,  at  which  time  he 
retired.  Following  Mr.  Cumstan,  Mr.  Fdwin  P. 
Seavers,  an  assistant  professor  of  mathematics  at 
Harvard  was  appointed  headmaster. 

In  1880,  Francis  A.  Waterhouse  was  appointed 
to  the  headmastership  and  it  was  during  his  term 
that  English  moved  to  its  fourth  building  located 
on  Montgomery  Street  in  Boston.  This  new  building 
was  called  the  "most  modern  and  elaborate  building 
in  the  whole  public  school  system."  Enrollment 
doubled. 

Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Waterhouse,  Mr.  Babson, 
a  Harvard  graduate,  was  installed  as  headmaster. 
It  was  during  his  administration  that  the  system  of 
heads  of  departments  was  introduced.  Mr.  Babson, 
because  of  ill  health,  resigned  in  1908  to  be 
succeeded  by  Mr.  John  F.  Casey,  who  remained 
headmaster  until  1915,  when  he  was  succeeded  by 


Mr.  Snow,  a  B.  U.  graduate. 

Before  the  centenary  year  was  over,  Mr.  Snow 
was  elected  to  Assistant  Superintendent  of  school, 
thus  withdrawing  in  favor  of  Mr.  Walter  F.  Downey, 
who  remained  headmaster  until  1953. 

In  the  summer  of  1953,  the  Boston  School  Com- 
mittee appointed  Mr.  M.  Henry  Mclnerney  as  head- 
master of  The  English  High  School. 

The  old  building  on  Montgomery  Street  had  been 
abandoned  in  favor  of  the  old  High  School  of 
Commerce  building  on  Avenue  Louis  Pasteur,  directly 
across  the  street  from  our  traditional  rival,  Boston 
Latin.  In  1956,  Mr.  Joseph  L.  Malone  become  head- 
master. Since  his  appointment,  many  honors  have 
been  brought  to  the  school. 

The  Boston  English  High  School  has  had  a  long 
and  glorious  history.  Members  of  its  faculty  have 
given  of  themselves  to  the  school  as  well  as  the 
entire  school  system.  Its  graduates,  having  travelled 
far  and  in  sundry  directions,  have  brought  distinction 
to  the  Alma  Mater.

OUTDOOR  TRACK 


After  a  creditable  but  not  spectacular  indoor  sea- 
son the  English  High  outdoor  track  team  displayed 
its  balance  and  power  and  overwhelmed  its  rivals 
during  the  spring  season. 

The  team  performed  brilliantly  to  capture  the 
Regimental  Championship  garnering  138  points  to  its 
nearest  rivals,  Boston  Technical,  total  of  95  points. 
The  entire  team  performed  well  but  Randy  Miller's 
double  win  in  the  javelin  and  discus  was  outstanding. 
Our  accomplished  hurdlers  lived  up  to  expectations 
and  both  Ted  Turner  and  Heywood  Jones  took  their 
events  in  brilliant  fashion  in  Class  A  while  Leslie 
Lewis  captured  the  Class  B  event.  Many  others 
contributed  notably  but  perhaps  the  highlight  of  the 
day  was  the  record-breaking  performance  by  the 
Class  C  relay  composed  of  Don  Neville,  Everett 
Sheppard,  Ed  Lloyd  and  Art  Carter. 

The  high  level  of  competition  was  maintained  by 
the  team  and  a  most  satisfactory  victory  in  the  State 
Championship  was  achieved.  English  came  home 
with  35%  points  to  its  perennial  rival,  Newton  High, 
who  totaled  23V4  points.  Ted  Turner  again  per- 
formed brilliantly  and  established  a  new  record  in 
the  low  hurdles.  Heywood  Jones  captured  the  high 
hurdles  handily.  Leslie  Lewis,  Jackie  Cooper  and 
Don  Potts  added  to  the  total  creditably  in  the  running 
events.  In  the  Field  Events  Bob  Bouyer  outclassed 
the  field  in  the  shot-put  while  Joe  Bruno  and  Randy 
Miller  took  third  and  fifth  place  in  the  discus.  The 
relay  team  then  concluded  the  meet  in  spectacular 


fashion  by  winning  the  relay  race  in  the  fast  time 
of  1.31  which  equalled  the  time  set  by  the  strong 
St.  John's  Prep  team.  This  tie  necessitated  a  run-off 
which  St.  John's  won  by  a  narrow  margin  thereby 
gaining  the  right  to  represent  Massachusetts  in  the 
Championships. 

The  concluding  meet  was  the  New  England 
Championships  held  again  at  the  White  Stadium. 
English  High  gave  considerable  aid  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts team  with  Ted  Turner  again  establishing 
a  new  record  in  the  low  hurdles  and  Bob  Bouyer 
getting  a  strong  second  in  the  shot-put.  Despite 
these  outstanding  performances,  Connecticut  won  the 
meet  breaking  the  continuity  of  victory  enjoyed  by 
Massachusetts.  However,  as  far  as  English  High  was 
concerned  the  season  was  a  brilliant  one  and 
reflected  great  credit  on  all  concerned.

When  our  boys  weren't  on  a  tour  of 
the  lower  floors,  they  were  either  flying  paper  planes 
or  trying  to  turn  on  the  hose  outside  of  319. 

If  I  remember  correctly,  we  closed  our  freshman 
year  with  a  flood  in  the  basement.  It  sems  that  one 
junior  Tarzan  reached  for  a  pipe  and  set  off  the 
deluge.  And  so  our  first  year  ended  quietly. 

Sophomore  Year 

The  beginning  of  our  sophomore  year  was  post- 
poned by  the  unwelcome  arrival  of  the  "Chinese 
Chimney,"  more  commonly  known  as  the  Asian  Flu.

This  was  founded  by  Mr.  Ronan,  to 
organize  athletic  games  between  the  home  rooms, 
and  to  promote  school  spirit.  For  the  second  time, 
the  E.  H.  S.  Varieties  were  staged.  The  boys  played 
a  limited  one-day  engagement,  and  were  met  by 
over-whelming  success. 

May  brought  Prize  Drill,  and  the  death  march  of 
the  1700,  through  blistering  Fens  Stadium.

New  to  the  school,  was  the  Driver's  Education 
Class,  which  was  conducted  weekly.  This  class  did 
much  to  help  control  the  mad  drivers  of  E.  H.  S., 
and  to  keep  the  city  streets  and  sidewalks  safe  from 
danger. 

Along  came  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  at  least  we 
can  be  thankful  that  we  were  allowed  to  go  to  the 
game. 

Soon  came  the  big  shake  down,  and  by  special 
orders,  all  lockers  were  searched.  Hmmmmmm??? 
I  wonder  what  they  were  looking  for??????  .  .  . 


In  March,  the  class  was  given  a  treat,  five  exchange 
students  from  Needham  High.  For  some  reason  this 
assembly  was  well  attended. 

Again  May,  and  again  Prize  Drill,  and  again  there 
was  complete  confusion.

The  senior  year  started  off  in  utter  confusion, 
with  the  coming  of  the  electronic  marvel,  the  IBM 
machine.

This  is  an  evening  that  we  have  anticipated 
throughout  our  High  School  Years,  for  it  is  the 
culmination  of  four  years  of  hard  work.
